The air was rent with cheers • 
and the enthusiasm, was uiitooiinded- 
not infrequently the marchers 'ihaltecL" 
before the 
Presidential 
candidate? 


doffed their caps and

"for our next President.*'

Mr. Bryan was conducted to Forest 
park, several miles away, where h« 
was scheduled to deliver a Labor day 
address. 


There was a multitude awaiting his 


coming. As he neared the park the 
word was passed around and he got 
another ovation as he came in sight. 
So eager was the crowd to catch" a 
glimpse of and hear him that they got 
beyond the control of the police, who 
were fairly swept off 'heir feet Mr. 
Bryan himself had to struggle to make 
headway to the pavilion. 


Without any preliminaries, Presi- 


dent John Fitzpatrick of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor introduced Mr. 
Bryan, who. because of the cheers he 
received, stood for several minutes a£ 
the front of the pavilion before he be- 
gan his speech on the abuse of the in- 
junction in labor disputes. The speecfl 
was practically duplicated at Brand's 
park an hour afterward, where the 
electrical workers were holding fortth".

CHRLSTOPHEll R. STARK PASSES 


AWAY AT HLS HOVE WEST OF 


GRANVILLJD., 


Was One of Licking County's Most 


Resj>eeted Residents—One of Deu- 


First Students. 


Granville, 0., Sept. 8.—Mr. Christo- 


pher R. Stark, one of the oldest and 
most highly esteemed 
residents of 


Granville township, died at his home 
two miles west of GrDnville on Sunday 
afternoon, at 3 o'clock, after an iWness 
of some time with the ailments inci- 
dent to advanced age, he being in. the 
83d year at the time of Ihis death 
is survived hy two sons, Joshua, who 
lives at home, and William, who lives 
on the home farm. 


Christopher R. Stark was tjje second 


child of Joshua 
and Silence Rose 


Sfark. He was married to Miss May 
Partridge of 
Granville, 
March. 12 


1860. 
Mr. Stark was one of the first 


students of Granvil'le college, heinga 
pupil of Professor John Pratt, in the 
old Baptist church edifice, where the 
first micleiis was formed in the fal 
if 1831. He attended college for some 
five or six years. In the 
spring o: 


1849 
Mr. Stark led a company of 32 


men across the plains to California 
The company' of which Mr. Stark was 
the president and commissary, 
was 


organized in Granville, the outfit he- 
ing shipped to St. Louis hy rail and 
hoat and from that point up the Mis- 
sissippi to Independence, where oxen 
were procured and the party started 
for the land of golden promise, hein? 
flve months on the road. They suf- 
fered many hardships and even perils 
on the way, although they all reached 
their destination without any deple- 
tion hy -death or serious casualties. As 
far as known Mr. Stark is the last sur- 
vivor of the expedition 
After a re«i 


dence of nine years in California, in 
which Mr. Stark met with great suc- 
cess in business, he reamed to Ohio 
arriving in July, 1858.
